I Messicani was represented, for a second 
time, on Saturday evening, March 21, and the 
interval, since the previous performance, having 
been diligently waned in rehearsals, the opera 
went off more smoothly than on the evening of 
its first production. The aria sung on Tuesday 
evening by Signor Gauxr was judiciously omit- 
ted, and the performance, therefore, reached 
its close without any such manifestation of dis- 
pleasure as that by which it was interrupted on 
the former occasion, but the fall of the curtain 
was attended by expressions of discontent even 
more marked than before. A melange, such as 
I Messicani, is certainly not a thing to be much 
encouraged; but it must be confessed that this 
effort of Monsieur Bocnsa’s skill has met with 
as niggard a portion of favour as could reason- 
ably have been awarded to it. We tremble to 
think what might have been its fate had artists 
less popular than those of whose talents he had 
the benefit bees employed. Never, surely, 
was a composer more indebted to singers; if in- 
deed Monsieur Bocnsa cen be said to owe them 
_obligations for their effective execution of the mu- 
sic of other masters, selected by him; for we do 
not think a single morceau of his owa pro- 
duction was given with any success, if we except 
the first air sung by Donzeutt, and even that 
would have failed, most infallibly, in the hands 
ofa less powerful man. The p most 
successful were the duets of Ceixt; the first be- 
tween Orozimbo and Alonzo, in the first part; 
and the second between Alonzo and Zaura, in 
the second part; and the air of MercaNDANTE, 
sung on her entree, by Madame Pisaronr. 
The piece d’engemble taken from the Mahomet, 
better known 26 the Siege of Corinth, of Rosi- 
w1, which forms the finale of the first part, was 
well ex¢cutad. < la’ our previous notice ofthis 
Opera, we remarked an imitation ig the first 
scene of Orozimbo, of that in which Roderic is 
introduced in La Donna del Lago. We have 
also to remark an imitation of the famous mu- 
sic of the scene where the Commander appears 
before Don Giovanni, which occurs in the finale 
of The Messicani. The Overture is taken from 
an Opera of BeeTHoven’s, and was very well 
played. The new Ballet is deferred till to-mor- 
row; it is spoken of in the highest-terms, as be- 
ing extremely rich and grand, and combining 
some vocal music with the charms of the dance 
—da novelty we should be glad to see iftrodu- 
ced on these boards. It is proper to remark, 
that although the Pit was crowded on Saturday 
evening, full two-thirds of the stalls were unte- 
nanted.

We observe that the bill for raising the 
qualification of the Intsx Freenotp Exsc- 
Tors, though hkely to pass the Hovss of 
Commons by a great majority, was warmly 
opposed by several distinguished members 
—among others, by Mr. Hexay Grattan, 
who denounced it as an act of gross 
injustice, and “a trap to catch the con- 
sciences of inexpert politicians.” The 
Maravts of Loxponperry, who has always 
supported the Catrnouie claicns, gave notice, 
in the Hovsz of Lorps, that when the bill 
should come up, he would move to raise 
the qualification to twenty pounds instead of 
ten. To touch the franchise at all he 
thought unjust; but in bis opinion, “ it was 
better for their Lo: dships to do a great injus- 
tice and succeed, than to do a little injus- 
tice and fail.” 


A writer in the New Yorx Eveninc Posr, 
referring to so.ne recent statements respecting 
the rapid disappearance of the Live Oax from 
the SourneRn districts of the country, denies 
that the scarcity is to be attributed to the con. 
sumption of the timber in building ships. He 
says:—"* From a residence of 30 years in the 
southern section of Georgia, a thorough acquain- 
tance with its Sea Islands, and with the only 
three in East Florida, Amelia, Talbot and Fort 
George, I can with safety state, that where one 
live oak tree has been used for ship building, a 
hundred have been cut down and burnt in pre- 
paring the lands for the cultivation of Sea 
Island cotton, to the production of which, the 
land covered with live oak, and called “ ham- 
mocks,’’ is peculiarly adapted. I think with re- 
gret of the daily destruction of this most valu- 
able timber, in West Florida, our last resource, 
by people sitting down on and clearing the lands 
to which they have no title. Unless more vigi- 
lance than has heretofore been used on the part of 
the United States is exercised, the timber will dis- 
appear in that territory, as it has done in Geor- 
gia; and so completely is the latter the case, 
that as far back as the year 1800, Mr. Mellen of 
Georgia, in completing a contract with the U. 
8S. for the frames of six seventy-fours, was 
obliged to resort to S. Carolina for timber. * * * 
I know, from experience, that live oak trees 
when planted at a distance of about 30 feet, 
will, if protected from fire, grow rapidly. Even 
the beautiful avenue of Col. Tatnal at Bonaven- 
ture is not a fair specimen. The trees bordering 
it were set out by his grandfather, Col. Mulryne, 
shortly before the commencement of the Revo- 
lutionary war, for ornament and not for profit. 
Had the reverse been the case, they would have 
been planted at greater distances from each 
other, and, of course, the timber would have 
been much larger. The durability of live oak, 
as ship timber, is beyond question. The ship 
Hercules, built of it at Bloody Point, in South 
Carolina, when last mentioned, was declared to 
be perfectly sound, in the 70th year of her age. 
The ship Isabella, launched at St. Simons in 
1801, (although her frame was, from unavoidable 
circumstances, exposed dying two or three 
years tothe weather) was broken into by re- 
quest of the Admiralty board im England, with 
a view of discovering, if possible, the cause of 
her extraordinary state of preservation. She 
was certified to be as sound as when new, and 
the rate of insurance at the time as low as it 
could be.’’

France 
and England have been indefatigable ever since 
the close of the campaign, and even before it, 
in their endeavours to bring the minds of the 
Emperor and the Sultan to « pacific tempera- 
ment. We believe we may now say that Austria 
is influenced by similar principles. At Peters- 
burgh it can scarcely be necessary for us to 
state that we have a minister in Lord Heytes- 
bury, who unites in an eminent degree every 
quality which ought to belong to the Ambassa- 

dor of so great a power. That he has not neg- 
lected a single opportunity to recommend ne- 
gociation, and that the French Ambassador has 

gone with him pari passu, cannot be doubted. 

And that they have not Leen unsuccessful may

hey ere said ta be more numerous than ever. 
Upwards of one hundred of them have been 
taken, twenty of which were immediately exe- 
cuted, and the others sent to Jamaica, where 
they will have but little mercy shewn them. It 
is the general opinion, that as soon as we fall 
in with the Falmouth, we will make a cruise on 
the Seuth side of Cuba, which will last for at 
least two months—after which, we shall proba- 
bly go to Pensacola.’’ 


TROUBLE IN NOVA SCOTIA. 

Mr. Barry, Representative from Shelburne, 
was expelled from the Legislature for some re- 
marks respecting another Member, (which he 
denied having made with the meaning attributed 
to them,) and for refusing to apologize. He 
made many efforts, by explanations, &c. to re- 
gain hie seat, which proving ineffectual, he, at 
length, walked into the Hall, and resumed his 
place. Disobeying an order from the Speaker 
to go out, he was taken by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and conducted to his lodgings. The peo- 
ple in the gallery avowed audibly their sympathy 
for him, and those in the streets cheered him. 
Editors Holland and Ward, for taking his part, 
were arraigned at tlie bar of the Legislature for 
contempt, and reprimanded. They atill, how- 
ever, defend their conduct, and reprove the Le- 
gislature for interfering with the liberty of the 
prees—and other Editors join them. 

We understand, that in consequence of a sub- 
sequent publication by Mr. Barry, the House 
directed his commitment to prisun, and he was 
taken into custody by the Sergeant-at-Arms and 
another officer; but on his way to gaol he was 
rescued by a mob, who afterwards pelted many 
of the Representatives,.and broke some of the 
windows in the Speaker’s house. At length a 
company of regulars was ordered out, and the 
mob dispersed. 

When Mr. Ward was reproved at the bar, he 
replied with great spirit, and a member observed 
that he reprimanded the Speaker and House, 
instead of their reprimanding him. 

Mr. Barry is a very respectable individual, and 
married a connexion of Rev. Martin Gay Black.—
